survivors were of the opinion that 
the San Diego was torpedoed. 


Some ef the survivors were re- 


ported to have been debarked at Ho- 
boken and "transferred to tugs which 
took them to the navy yard in Brook- 
lyn.

the harbor and also 


brought to the navy yard, it was 
said. 


Official' information at the navy 


yard and the Hotoken docks was re- 
fused and no civilians were allowed 
access to the survivors.

there was loss of life was yet un- 
known this forenoon and many in-

Around Soissons, on the north, 


the German defense in stiffening 
and the forward movement ap- 
parently is much slower than on 
Thursday 
when 
the 
biggest 


pains of the day were made 
there. In the center and on the 
south, however, the allied lino 
has been advanced about two 
miles, making the average fur- 
ther progress about one and a 
quarter miles. 


Soissons still holds out al- 


though it is believed its fall is 
certain. The Germans keep their 
troops south of the M*rne, but 
a withdrawal there becomes 
more certain as the allies move 
forward northwest of Chateau 
Thierry. 


General Man gin's advancing 


line, which had a decided bulge 
south of the Aisne is straight- 
ening out. On an eight 
mile 


front astride 
the Ourcq and 


Savieres, in the center, the al- 
lies hive advanced more than 
two miles, capturing important 
heights. Further south the gain 
from around Neui.lly-St. Front 
1o west of Chateau Thierry waj 
not as great, but ihe Germans 
loslSvaluable positions. 


Officially, it is declared the 


French-American troops have 
captured in excess of 
17,000 


guns. Unofficial reports in Par- 
is arc to the effect that the cap- 
tures are much in excess of the 
official estimate. 
Much mater- 


ial, not yet enumerated, and 
many hundreds of machine guns 
also have been taken. 


Berlin, apparently believing 


Jiat the allied 
offensive is in 


-Sreat strength, tells of the re- 
pulse of efforts.

through. Although denying that 
the allies broke through, it is 
admitted that 
the 
Germans 


liave been driven back and that 
it was necessary to throw in 
largo reserves to keep the allies 
from making a .large hole in the 
German defenses 
between the 


Aisne and Marne. No mention 
IB made of American troops. 


Elsewhere on tho Soissons- 


Chateau Thierry-Rhoims trian- 
gle the fighting has died dov,-n. 
The situation here, with the al- 
lies holding firmly, depends up- 


• on the outcome of the stroke on 


the west. Berlin's view bf the . 
fighting there is that the Ger- 
mans had to nut down strong 
allied attacks Thursday. Seem- 
ingly, therefo», tho Germans 
have given up further attempts 
astride the Marne and they 
have not reacted against 
the 


French attack which drove them . 
westward from Montvoisin. 


Further violent fighting is an- 


ticipated in tha battle triangle,- 
as it is not improbable the Ger- 
mans will make every effort to 
nullify General Foch's 'strategy 
and prevent the allies from wip- 
ing out the salient between 
Soissons and Rheima, whch be- 
comes more gravely endangered 
as the French and Americans 
move forward. 


The German offensive begun 


Monday is in a bad way and 
the enemy probably will 'make 
furious attempts to save the 
reputation of the crown prince, 
already seriously marred by the 
successful allied counter blow. 
Berlin says 20,000 prisoners 
were taken in the 
four days' 


fighting 
beginning 
Monday, 


while the 
allies have

more than 17,000 in two days 
and. a great number of grns. 


The battle line is not yet 


clearly outlined, 
but runs al- 


most straight north from Torcy 
to Chaudun where it bulges 
northeastward toward Soissons. 
The greatest gain has been 
about 7 miles on the north. 


In a brilliant local operation 


in Flanders, 
Scottish troops 


have occupied-Meteren, which is 
on a height commanding a part 
of the Lys valley. They took 
300 prisoners. Just south of 
Meteren, Australian troops have 
advanced slightly and captured 
80 Germans.. On the other bat- 
tle fronts there is little activity.

IS CARRIED OUT 
BY TIMETABLE 


Business of "Taking Over" 


Line is Reduced to 


Formula: 


SOMEWHERE IN FRANCE — 


In the old wars, reinforcing troops 
"marched in the direction of'the fir- 
ing." 
Today, when a two-hundred 


mile front' may be ablaze, the sound 
of the firing is too'continuous_and 
too widespread to afford-much indi- 
cation, as to' where the reinforce- 
ments are required. 
• • 


In the ordinary way,'. reliefs _ in 


trenches are -carried out. according 
to a carefully arranged time tab?- 
and on a formal plan. The business 
of "taking over" a line of trenches 
fromthti outgoing battalion has long 
since been reduced to an exact for- 
mula. But when' the fighting is in 
open country and the.line only par- 
tially dug in, it is more difficult, and 
great care has to be exercised lest 
(.advanced patrols' and . contact sec- 
tions blunder into the enemy's po- 
sitions. 


The reliefs are met by guides, us- 


ually men of their own battalion sent 
up previously to get familiar with 
the new po_sitions. Even with this 
assistance, it is often a difficult bus- 
iness. The relief takes 
place 
at 


night, and in dark bad 'weather, the 
way can be easily missed among the 
m'aze of strange trenches. 


•When moving up, to open fighting 


positions, it is harder still, for there 
are no trenches to give the direction. 
The open line on which the day's 
fighting comes to an end 'may run un- 
evenly, perhaps along a hedgerow, 
a bit of wood, some ruined farm 
buildings, or 
undulations of 
the 


ground. 


Beyond this line lies an indeter- 


minate area of No-Man's Land. Out 
there lie scouts and hidden ° snipers. 
Little groups of men, the "contact 
patrols" of both sides, watch one an- 
other's positions ceaselessly for signs 
of attack or any movement that may 
betray the enemy's intentions. Just 
before dawn these watchmen of the 
night come in and new men ar« post- 
ed. 


Each side of course is constantly 


on the look-out to harass in-coming 


j hostile ' reliefs. Therefore complete 
silence and great caution must be 
observed. As u rule, movement up 
to or from an open line in daylight 
is impossible. 


Every evening reliefs are taking 


place somewhere along the battle 
line and in addition to the move- 
ments of battalions -and; • brigades, 
whole divisions are withdrawn 
at 


longer intervals, and have a 
six 


weeks' rest and training spell in ar- 
eas some miles behind the 
front. 


These periods of rest however, are 
quite distinct from the usual rou- 
tine of reliefs.

Madison Lodges 


The local council of the Knights 


of Columbus nowmnrberinjt about 
435 members, was organized in Mad- 
ison in 1900 with forty charter mem- 
bers. It was then one of the few 
councils in the west and the third 
in the state. The Superior and Mil- 
waukee councils vrere formed just a 
few months 'before. The order has 
grown rapidly, there being now about j 
50 councils in the state. 


The Knights of Columbus order is 


particularly an American organiza- 
tion, being started nationally in 1884. 
Councils have been established all 
all over this country, in all American 
possessions, and in Canada and Mex- 
ico. 


The purposes of the order are re- 


igious inasmuch as to coordinate re- 
ligion and business, the issuance of 
fraternal insurance, and the promul- 
gation of social' cc.tivities along the 
lines of the Catholic church. 


The Knights of Columbus have 


given a $50,000 endowment for .1 
chair of history at the Catholic uni- 
versity, Washington, D. C., and sup- 
plemented this wth a second endo-y- 
ment of $500,000 for the same uni- 
versity. Tho war camp fund 
has 


been started during the past year 
to provide Knights of Columbus war 
camp centers at all the army camps 
and to support chaplains in addition 
to those furnished • by the govern- 
ment. Approximately 40 per cent of 
the service men are Catholics. The 
local organization which has about 
seventy stars on its service flag has 
raised nearly $10,000 for this pur- 
pose from the public in 
general, 


many contributions 
coming from 


those who were not Catholics, al- 
though there was no solicitation for 
funds outside of the members of the 
faith.

The state organization supports a 


lecture bureau which in past years 
has sent out two or three lecturers a 
year to the different Councils. This 
branch of the work, which has been 
in existence for more pressing needs 
since the opening of' the war. 


The local council opened their new

t May. Accommodations are pro- 


vided there for meeting rooms, card 
and billiard rooms, and parlors. Pre- 
vious to opening their new home the 
meetings were held for the past 5 
years at 27 West Main street, and 
before^that thoy were held at'Wood- 
man. hall.
